been found the labor of maintaining 
tbe orchard in a healthy state 
will be 


carried 
out by wide-awake, 
energetic 


Horticulturists. 
We cannot afford to 


lose the immense revenue 
that yearly 


accrues 
to this section 
by the these 


beautiful 
and 
delicious 
fruits. 
So 


salable 
are they that dealers take them 
directly from the trees paying a hand- 
some price for them. 
When the trees 


are kept in goodcondition 
by careful 
pruning and .not allowing 
over-bear, 


the roots kept sound and healthy, the 
fruitallowed to ripen on the tree, it is 
rare to find better 
or more 
delicious 
fruit than is raised here. 
The discov- 
ery of the enemy of our Tropical fruit 
trees is bound to mark a new era in this 
branch of our industries.* People who 
have here and there a dying tree know 
where to look for the disease. 
Those 
who have dead trees will dig them up 
and destroy the vermin. 
Those hav- 


ing- perfectly 
healthy 
trees will be 
constantly 
on the look-out lest in an 
unguarded 
moment the enemy should 
take complete 
possession 
and the little 
signs 
such as gum oozing from 
the 
bark, &c. will be at once noticed. 
Ex- 
aminations 
should be made and reme- 
dies applied at once 
and this evil will 


be wiped out. 
It is to be 
hoped 
that 
the source 
of these insects 
may soon 


be ascertained, 
as Mr. Gay informs us 
that he has sent samples of these roots 
and insects to men of science in this 
and other States as well as continuing 
examinations 
himself. 
During 
the 
meantime 
the grower should 
be so 
interested iv the work of examination 
and care of his trees that 
not another 
one 
shall 
be 
lost. 
Examinations 
should not be postponed 
until tbe foli- 
age is yellow aud 
withered.
